| fe 1606, the English decided to settle 
what they called Virginia, which was 
all that part of the east coast of North 
America not already seized by the 
Spanish in Florida and the French in 
Canada. They sent out two colonies: 
one settled Jamestown in southern 
Virginia to fend off the Spanish while 
the other was sent to northern Virginia, 
to what we now know as New England, 
to keep the French from moving south. 
The Popham Colony was established on 
the Kennebec River in the summer of 
1607. This settlement lasted for a little 
over a year until it was abandoned in 
the fall of 1608. The Popham Colony 
may have been a brief event, but it was 
also a most significant one for the his- 
tory of Maine and this country. 

The Popham Colony was named 
after Sir John Popham, who at the time 
was Lord Chief Justice of England and 
the principal financial backer of the 
venture. His nephew, George Popham, 
was the first President of the Colony. 


Second in command, with the title of 


Admiral, was Raleigh Gilbert who was 
the half nephew of the famous Sir 
Walter Raleigh. All of these people 
viewed the New World from a medieval 
perspective: they shared the conception 
of American settlement as an undertak- 
ing by aristocrats who would transfer 
all the rights, privileges, and trappings 
of feudalism to their vast new domains. 
This flawed dream contained the seeds 
of failure when the first enterprises fell 
on bleak shores. Despite the grand 
geopolitical designs these ventures were 
focused more on the extraction of 
wealth from the new lands. Success or 
failure depended more on economics 
than ideology. 


Shipbuilding Traditions & Seafaring Adventures! 


The colonists arrived at the 
Kennebec (which they called the 
“Sagadahoc”) River in two ships, the 
Mary and John and Gift of God, on 
August 16, 1607. After a brief explo- 
ration, the colonists selected Sabino 
Head near the mouth of the river as 
suitable for fortification. On the 19th, 
the chaplain delivered a sermon, their 
charter was read, the officers were 
invested, and they began the construc- 
tion of a fort which they named “St. 
George.” 

There is a drawing of Fort St. 
George that was made on October 8. It 
is an extremely important document 
since it is the only detailed plan known 
to exist of an initial English settlement 
anywhere in the western hemisphere. 

The draftsman is identified as one John 
Hunt and, although his picture-plan is 
deceptively childlike at first glance, we 
have found that he was a master of his 
art. Hunt drew a completely finished 
fort with nine cannons, battlemented 
gates, and at least 25 structures within 
the compound. This seems unrealistic, 
considering the drawing was made only 
seven weeks after construction began. 
It will also be noted that the pinnace 
built by the colonists, to be christened 
Virginia, is also afloat and fully rigged. 
It has always been suspected that 
Hunt’s rendering was more a depiction 
of aspirations than reality at the time it 
was drawn. 

We know that a storehouse was 
built: it was the structure most men- 
tioned in the accounts, and of course it 
was the most necessary. The ships 
could not leave until it was finished, or 
at least sufficiently completed to accept 
storage of the colony’s supplies. It may 
have been the only major structure that 
was standing at the time Hunt drew his 
plan.

Another structure that we know had 
actually been built was Raleigh Gilbert’s 
house which is identified as the 
“Admirals howse” by Hunt. It is men- 
tioned repeatedly in legal depositions 

taken after the failure of the colony. 
The deponents referred to a meeting of 
the ruling council that occurred in 
Gilbert’s house just before Gift of God 
sailed in mid December. The reason for 
the council meeting was to arrange for 
the departure of Gift of God with half 
of the colonists. We do not know who 
was selected to go, or how they were 
selected; they are simply described as 
50 men and boys. The colonists were 
running out of food, and in order to 
last out the winter they sent half their 
number back.

Albert Reed & Thelma Walker Maritime History Symposium to Feature Watercraft of the Early 1600s

May 4-6, 2007 

This year’s 400th anniversary of the 
Popham Colony (the first English 
attempt to settle in Maine) has us 
thinking about ocean transportation of 
the early 1600s. So this Symposium will 
carry this theme: Watercraft of the 
Contact Period: Wabanaki Craft of the 
Maine Coast and the European Vessels 
of Exploration and Settlement. 
Speakers will make presentations about 
the wonderfully adaptable craft devel- 
oped by Native Americans and used 
with great skill for very ambitious voy- 
aging. Other lecturers will discuss the 
sturdy European vessels which carried 
explorers along the coast or brought 
the earliest settlers to North America. 
There will also be discussion of repro- 


duction vessels which have been built 
in the 20th and 21st centuries, of both 
Native American and European water- 
craft. How much is known about these 
vessels of 400 years ago? Speakers will 
discuss the design, construction, navi- 
gation, sea-kindliness, and perhaps liv- 
ing conditions of these vessels. 

Steve Cayard will talk about the con- 
struction of Native American birch 
bark canoes, Ben Fuller will discuss the 
recent project to build a reproduction 
of George Waymouth’s 1605 
“lighthorseman” or pulling boat, Kees 
de Mooy and John Swain will discuss

And last, I must admit, 
is my fascination with the - 
ship’s rig designation as a 
hermaphrodite brig. I 
imagine youngsters snig- 
gering as they read the 
placard. And given the 
rough-hewn personalities 
we attribute to working _ 
seamen, especially in those 
days, I often wonder how 
they felt about sailing on a 
vessel designated with such 
a label.

history. As a student of history, I am 
continually fascinated by the collec- 
tions and memorabilia available to 
Museum volunteers and visitors, and 
enjoy sharing my enthusiasm.”

After Gift of God sailed, 45 colonists 
were left to winter over. The only ones 
who can be identified with certainty are 
George Popham and Raleigh Gilbert. 
Popham died on February 5, which left 
Gilbert in charge. In truth, Gilbert may 
already have assumed much of the 
leadership. He was the one who went 
exploring up and down the Maine 
coast during the fall months, who met 
with various chiefs, and who was pri- 
marily responsible for developing the 
fur trade. 

There is a lack of information about 
the colony from this point until the 
following fall when it was abandoned. 

When the Mary and John arrived with 
supplies in the early fall of 1608, it also 
brought news of the death of Sir John 
Gilbert, Raleigh’s brother. Raleigh was 
Sir John’s heir, and the lure of title and 
lands back in England apparently was 
more appealing than the prospect of 
life in the wilderness, so he decided to 
return home and claim his inheritance. 
The rest of the colonists, bereft of their 

leaders, also decided to give up the ven- 

ture and go with him. Thus the fort 

was abandoned and the entire company 

embarked on the Mary and John and 

the newly built pinnace, Virginia, and 
set sail for home. “And this was the end 
of that northerne colony uppon the 
river Sachadehoc.”

The colonists excused their with- 
drawal by blaming it on the climate: the 
Sagadahoc, they said, was “a cold, bar- 
ren, mountainous, rocky desert” and 
“an intolerably cold and sterile region, 
not inhabitable by our English nation.” 
The failure probably owed more to the 
disappointingly sparse terrestrial 
resources. The fur trade was not as pro- 
ductive as had been hoped, in part 
because of deteriorating relationships 
with the native tribes, and no mines of 
exploitable minerals had been discov- 
ered. But the greatest problem was cer- 
tainly the loss of leadership and lack of 
motivation among that disparate band, 
for when more resolute leaders and 
colonists were put upon these shores 
they succeeded. So lessons had been 
learned and the Popham Colony was an 
important experience in the ongoing 
campaign of English colonization. 

Thus as a sister colony to Jamestown 
and the necessary precursor to the 
Pilgrims, the Popham Colony was a cor- 
nerstone in the foundation of English 
America. This special place in history is 
greatly enhanced by the fact that the 
colony was abandoned after a year, 
unlike Jamestown or Plymouth, and the 
remains of Fort St. George encapsulate 
that first crucial year of colonial effort. 
A unique archaeological opportunity 

beckoned, but only if the site could be 
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identified and excavated. 

The identification of the location of 
Fort St. George was facilitated by the 
picture-plan drawn by John Hunt. This 
extraordinarily detailed document 
reveals that the fort was a greatly modi- 
fied version of the standard star fortifi- 
cations of the period. Clearly, the over- 
all plan of the fort had been adapted to 
a particular landform. The obvious 
candidate, a piece of land that mani- 
fests topographic features consistent 
with the plan, is found at the tip of 
Sabino Head. 

The site was first excavated in 1962 
and 1964 by Wendell Hadlock, a local 
Maine archaeologist, but although he 
recovered seventeenth-century artifacts 
he was unsuccessful in finding features 
attributable to a fort. His conclusion 
was that either the fort had not been at 
that location, or if it had been there 
then it had been entirely destroyed, 
probably by erosion. Because the exca- 
vation techniques appeared to be some- 
what inadequate, and because we had 
learned so much more about early sev- 
enteenth-century artifacts and archae- 
ology in the thirty years since then, we 
decided that another look at the site 
was in order. 

Funded by a grant from the Com- 

mittee for Research and Exploration of 
the National Geographic Society, we first

excavated the site in 1994. The principal 
objective of the excavations was to con- 
firm the location of Fort St. George. We 
dug for weeks before we found our first 
indisputable seventeenth-century arti- 
fact, but by the end of the excavations 
we had uncovered a few features that we 
felt certain dated to the early part of the 
century and thus represented the 
remains of Fort St. George. 

Therefore, we returned to the site in 
September 1997, this time funded by a 
field school run by the Maine State 
Museum. These excavations focused on 
the identification of specific structures. 
First, we located and excavated the 
storehouse. We found the remains of 
charred posts and timbers, daub from 
the walls, and carbonized thatch from 
the roof. In addition to enlightening us 
on details of construction, these 
remains provide evidence that the 
storehouse had burned, as recorded in 
some of the documents. 

John Hunt confirms the details of 
construction that we found preserved. 
His stylistic conventions clearly indicate 
that the walls between the posts were 
made of wattle and daub. Hunt also 
shows that the roof of the storehouse 
was thatched. It thus was becoming 
increasingly apparent that the John 
Hunt plan of Fort St. George is a star- 
tlingly accurate document, at least in 
the case of the storehouse. Hunt’s 
oblique perspective of this structure 
gives us both the plan and elevation 
which reveal the exact dimensions, con- 
figuration, and details of construction. 

The archaeology also revealed what 
the storehouse contained which tells us 
much about the material culture and 
activities of the colonists. Artifacts dis- 
covered lying on the storehouse floor 
include an excellent sample of ceramics 
from the west of England where the 
colony was supplied, glass beads and 
bottle fragments, iron hardware, lead 
munitions, armor, and other materials 
definitive of an early seventeenth-cen- 
tury English military camp and trading 
post. We also found evidence of the one 
successful accomplishment of the ven- 
ture, the building of the pinnace 
Virginia: lying on the floor of the store- 
house in the southeastern corner was a 


caulking iron, as evocative an object of 
shipbuilding as could be imagined. 
Holding that tool, a well-built Virginia 
and its trans-Atlantic crossings become 
very real. 

After we had explored the store- 
house we used it to locate and investi- 
gate other buildings shown on the 
Hunt map. Just south of the storehouse 
Hunt drew the “Admirals howse.” The 
house of Raleigh Gilbert could be 
expected to provide a fresh and more 
personal perspective on the colony. 

As drawn by Hunt, the construction 
of Raleigh Gilbert’s house appears to be 
similar to the storehouse. It was small- 
er, however, measuring about 30 feet in 
length and 12 feet in width. Excava- 
tions revealed that the house was actu- 
ally 33 feet by 11 feet, very close to 
Hunt’s measurements. But instead of 
the timber-framed, post-and-beam 
architecture that we had found in the 
storehouse, it is apparent that this 
building was constructed using more 
primitive methods. Such housing could 
be raised more quickly and by less 
competent hands, an important consid- 
eration when it was necessary to raise 
shelters before the onset of winter. 

That a crudely built house was nev- 
ertheless the abode of Raleigh Gilbert is 
abundantly attested when the artifacts 
associated with these remains are 
examined. The items are generally finer 
and more varied than those found in 
the storehouse. The inventory includes 
pieces of fancy Dutch and German 
ceramics, fragments of liquor bottles 
and wine glasses, glass buttons, decora- 
tive beads, lead munitions, and pieces 
of armor. The presence of the finest 
ceramics that have been found at the 
site, as well as numerous fragments of 
liquor bottles and wine glasses, indicate 
that the person who lived there set a 
superior table. The many glass buttons 
and beads, suggest the dress of a gentle- 
man of standing within the communi- 
ty. The armor and lead munitions are 
evidence of his military role. All togeth- 
er, the assemblage is most appropriate 
for a leader of the colony, in this case 
Admiral Raleigh Gilbert. 

In other excavations we confirmed 
the location of the fortification that

bordered the fort on the western side 
and explored the area to the east of the 
storehouse and north of Raleigh 
Gilbert’s house where Mr. Hunt shows 
four structures that are not otherwise 
mentioned in contemporary documen- 
tation. Two of the buildings were con- 
firmed, but the others were not, which 
again indicated that the Hunt map was 
a master plan that was drawn up while 
the fort was still under construction. 
The map was accurate concerning 
those buildings that had already been 
put up, but not all the structures 
depicted were actually completed. 

In summary, we may conclude that 
Fort St. George was a well-conceived 
settlement that was built to establish a 
permanent English presence. The 
Popham colonists industriously worked 
together to construct a defensible fort 
in about a month, while trained car- 

penters prefabricated and put up a 
large storehouse, skilled shipwrights 
assembled from scratch a pinnace that 
was so seaworthy it made at least two 
trans-Atlantic voyages, and a military 
cartographer made a picture-plan of 
Fort St. George that was state of the art 
in its precision of scaling and detail. 
Thus it is apparent that the planning, 
organization and selection of at least 
the key people of the colony were far 
more thoughtful than generally has 
been credited historically. The founda- 
tion of English America was as sophis- 
ticated as contemporary means, per- 
sonalities, ambitions and abilities could 
provide, but ultimately was subject to 
the vagaries of fortune that allowed one 
venture to survive while another failed.

November Issue’s Puzzler 


Well, we were inundated with responses on this 
one. It has been published in many books of Civil 
War naval history. The first response was from Jim 
Nelson, who informed us that the youngster is 
identified as a Civil War-period powdermonkey 

aboard U.S.S. New Hampshire. We received similar — 

information from Kate Beaudette, Capt. Geno 

Marconi, Scott Shank, and Gordon Stanley. Bill 

Peterson, my opposite number down at Mystic 

Seaport, added the information that the picture 

was taken “off Charleston,’ probably around 1864 

when New Hampshire was a store and depot ship — 

stationed at Port Royal, SC. He also knew that the 
photograph was LC-B8171-4016 at Library of © 

Congress. Sue Bailey gave us many citations for the 

photo, and B. Dusey responded with the informa- 

tion that New Hampshire had Maine connections: 
she been built at the Kittery navy yard and many 
years later she was being towed to Eastport for dis- 
mantling when she caught fire and sank. But the 
most startling detail came from Paul G. 
Powichroski, Ship’s Manager at the U.S.S. 
Constellation Museum. His organization uses the 
image in their programs, and they were told by 
Bruce Smith of the National Civil War Naval Museum at Port Columbus that New Hampshire’s muster rolls show only 
three boys in 1864-1865, and that only one of them matches the apparent age of the boy in the picture — 13-year-old 
Aspinwall Fuller, born New York and enlisted at Baltimore. Although our print of this is an old one, it probably has 
nothing to do with the family history of the donor. 
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
